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The President’s Page

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Editor’s note: The author has de- 
scribed the silicate technic he employs 
in answer to the various questions. At 
the Midwinter Meeting his discussion 
was supplemented with demonstrations 
to establish the basis for his statements. 
Question: 

What influence do temperature and 
humidity have on silicates? 

Answer: 
Temperature 

The average working range of tem- 
perature and humidity is as follows: 
64° to 75° F. temperature, and 55 per 
cent to 75 per cent humidity. 

A rise in temperature of either the air, 
slab, liquid or protective coating is harm- 
ful. 

A drop in temperature of the air, slab, 
liquid or protective coating is beneficial, 
_under controlled conditions. 

RISE: Less powder can be incorpo- 
rated in a given amount of liquid—ap- 
proximately 1 per cent for each degree 
(F) rise over 70 with humidity un- 
changed. The chemical action is accel- 
erated and the setting time decreased. 
Less powder with same amount of liquid 
results in a weaker mix, more soluble 
filling, greater shrinkage, and quicker 
disintegration. When setting time is de- 
creased it is more difficult to place the 
filling in the tooth, and manipulating a 
silicate cement at that stage even though 
it is still somewhat plastic is injurious 
to the “gel,”—causing cracks in filling. 

DROP: With the temperature of slab, 
spatula, liquid and protective coating 
(cocoa butter, etc.), lower than 70° F. 
the chemical action is slowed, and there- 
fore, more powder can be incorporated 
into the liquid, and a stronger, less sol- 
uble and less permeable filling is ob- 
tained. The one precaution that must

be taken is that water vapor does not 
condense on the slab. The wiping of 
the slab with spirits of chloroform fol- 
lowed by the merest trace of U.S.P. 
light mineral oil, immediate mixing (one 
minute) and placing of filling (2nd min- 
ute) will prevent that condensation. 
Humidity 

Humidity affects the mix chiefly by 
changing the liquid which is carefully 
balanced by the manufacturer and 
consists of phosphoric acid water and 
dissolved phosphates representing an in- 
complete chemical reaction in itself. In 
moist air (when relative humidity of air 
is higher than equilibrium humidity of 
liquid) liquid absorbs water. In dry air 
(when relative humidity of air is lower 
than equilibrium humidity of liquid) 
liquid loses water. If liquid gains water, 
acidity is weakened, setting time de- 
creased, filling solubility increased, 
strength and resistance to disintegration 
decreased. If liquid loses water the acid- 
ity is greater, and the setting time is 
increased. Strength is decreased also be- 
cause chemical action in mix is disturbed 
—-producing a less uniform, more soluble 
filling. 

Humidity does not affect the mix if 
the liquid is properly protected. The 
technic shown in the clinic using a film 
of light mineral oil over the top of liquid 


_in the bottle and immediately covering 


the open bottle while dispensing the 
liquid on the slab is ample. Mixing is 
started as soon as the chilled liquid is 
placed on the slab, the powder already 
being there, the mix .is completed in not 
over 60 seconds and the filling placed 
within the second minute. Under these 
conditions the humidity should not inter- 
fere with a good result. 

Moisture: Filling in contact with 
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moisture before at least the initial set is 
completed is serious for water is ab- 
sorbed, which softens the surface, in- 
creases the shrinkage, and decreases the 
translucency. 

Filling in contact with air results in a 
loss of water producing shrinkage, chalki- 
ness on surface and easier staining of 
the silicate. 

Question: 

Give technic for mixing and placing 
silicate restorations. 
Answer: 

1. The moment a fresh bottle of liquid 
is opened, cover the surface of liquid 
with film of U.S.P. light mineral oil. 

2. Chill slab, spatula, liquid and lubri- 
cant. Maximum of 60°F is desirable. 

3. With cavity prepared, strip in place, 
modeling compound impression of lin- 
gual adapted and coated with lubricant 
(or if using pressure device, the impres- 
sion includes the labial and lingual sur- 
faces) and a slight separation gently 
obtained and maintained by a suitable 
wedge, 

4. Dry the slab, coat with spirits of 
chloroform—1o0 per cent chloroform in 
alcohol (ethyl or isopropyl) and follow, 
after evaporation, with light mineral oil 
—wiping off oil until merest trace re- 
mains. 

5. Tap down powder in bottle and 
place on slab (about 50 per cent more 
than manufacturer recommends). 

6. Fill and empty the liquid dropper 
in the bottle two or three times before 
unscrewing the top, cover with finger of 
left hand and wipe off the outside of 
glass pipette with cotton and dispense 
carefully. Be sure the pipette extends 
below the film of mineral oil in the bottle. 

7. Spatulate only until there are no 
white particles of powder visible. As 
shown on the lantern slides, only the 
surfaces of the powder particles are at- 
tached by the liquid so that there is no 
advantage in spatulating beyond that 
point. Mix is timed and must not be 
over 60 seconds. No more folding or 
beating is done than is absolutely nec- 
essary. Carry from one place to another 
on slab, if necessary. 


8. Pack into cavity within one minute. 
Draw strip tight, hold modeling com- 
pound against lingual for 3 to 5 minutes 
(or 15 with pressure device), release, 
coat with lubricant and avoid any con- 
tact with saliva for another 15 minutes, 
if possible. If not, cover with varnish, — 
allow tq dry—not evaporate—then cover 
with paraffin wax and warn patient to 
leave undisturbed, if possible, for 24 
hours. 

The silicate in this technic is used as 
a veneer. Therefore, there is less shrink- 
age, slight expansion, better translucency, 
better esthetics, and proper pulp protec- 
tion. 

Question: 

What measure do you take to protect 
the pulp? 
Answer: 

A dentinal filling of oxyphosphate ce- 
ment powder and liquid plus one small 
drop of eugenol, together with thymol 
crystals (pulverized) is used under all 
silicates. The advantages of the veneer 
technic and the use of a less translucent 
dentinal filling were described in the 
clinic. This dentinal filling is absolutely 
necessary in all teeth with unmatured 
or uncondensed, permeable dentin. The 
reasons for using the thymol and eugenol 
were discussed in the clinic. Use up to 
20 per cent by volume of the cement 
powder. This dentinal filling is placed 
with explorer point only, no pressure. If 
patient is young or tooth is out of occlu- 
sion (not functional) the zinc oxide- 
rosin-zinc acetate-eugenol-olive oil paste 
recommended by the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics is placed against the pulpal 
wall and then the base with the silicate 
over that. The tooth must be not sensi- 
tive to cold air or water before silicate 
filling is placed. 

Pulp Protection Begins Before Cavity 
Preparation Is Commenced. Thorough 
and complete preoperative diagnosis is 
made as follows: X-rays are absolutely 
necessary to determine the extent of the 
caries, the position of the pulpal horns 
and the type of dentin as determined by 
the type of bone (condensed, etc.). The 
type and stress of the occlusion, abrasion, 


erosion, etc., are noted. The cavity is 
prepared under a stream of warm water 
as much as possible using intermittent 
grinding (slow speed, if necessary) and 
avoiding any unnecessary destruction of 
tooth structure. In the young patient, 
or tooth not in functional occlusion, and 
with previous pulpitis—even if slight— 
it may be necessary to reduce the hyper- 
emia by zinc oxide-eugenol sedative 
treatment sealed by oxyphosphate ce- 
ment, containing a drop of eugenol. No 
gutta percha or temporary stopping is 
used because it yields under stress and 
causes pressure indirectly against odonto- 
blasts. Sedative treatment may be left 
or later removed, depending on cavity, 
etc. 

The dentin is not dehydrated, is thor- 
oughly sterilized and all carious dentin 
is removed checking with constant trans- 
illumination and, if doubtful, with a 
trial filling of radiopaque oil on cotton. 

Phenol (liquefied crystals) is used to 
sterilize the dentin and is followed by 
alcohol (ethyl or isopropyl) to wash out 
the phenol, but the alcohol is wiped out 
with dry cotton and is not evaporated. 
The dehydration is thereby greatly les- 
sened. (Beechwood creosote has an odor 
and may affect the silicate.) If the tooth 
is sensitive wipe out cavity with normal 
salt or preferably warm sodium bicar- 
bonate solution. Dry with cotton, mix 
and apply dentinal filling (base) with 
explorer point only. Keep base away 
from labial wall watching that it does 
not show through the labial. In mixing 


this base, start with all the thymol, eu-. 


genol, cement liquid, and a very small 
amount of cement powder, spatulate, 
and then add powder in small portions 
until creamy mix is reached. Moisten 
explorer with alcohol to prevent base 
adhering to instrument. Allow base to 
set 5 minutes. Test with cold air (or 
water) and proceed with silicate. No 
cold air or cold water should be used 
against dentin and above all no com- 
pressed air. 

Complete and thorough removal of 
all infected (carious) dentin is an essen- 
tial of pulp protection. Burs must be 
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frequently changed, only sterilized burs 
(cold solutions) being used. Too often 
the contaminated burs inoculate the 
underlying dentin. All instruments used 
in a cavity must be sterile. Silicate should 
be used only as a veneer or peripheral 
filling as described in the clinic. 

Cavity linings or varnish: The use of 
cavity linings is not advised in this tech- 
nic. They are “for protection of the 
pulp,” say the manufacturers. Protection 
against what—neurotropism, acidity at 
time of mix, acidity as a result of leach- 
ing as the moisture returns to the den- 
tinal tubules from the pulp, pressure, 
infection, fluorides, hydrofluoric acid, 
salts of various metals that are used in 
preparing the original glass and that 
gradually become soluble in the organic 
fluid, if it appears under the filling? 
Since there has been no definite proof 
of any one or more of these conditions 


- affecting the pulp, and since the var- 


nishes are not visible nor radiopaque 
and are impossible to place unless large 
access is obtained into the cavity depth, 
there is no logical use for them in cavi- 
ties prepared to obtain esthetic silicate 
fillings. In large cavities or those pre- 
viously filled with large labial or lingual 
openings it is easier to place linings, but 
I do not use them anywhere against the 
pulpal wall under fillings. 

Question: 

How do you avoid discoloration of 
these restorations? 
Answer: 

1. By avoiding contamination from 
the following : 

a. Instruments: One set is used only 
for silicates, one set for oxyphosphate- 
silicates only (petralit, kryptex, oxsilit, 
etc.), and others for oxyphiosphates or 
amalgam, etc. These are kept separate. 
Instruments must be absolutely clean 
(free of rust, etc.), and not kept in cab- 
inets close to drugs, etc. 

b. Drugs (silicate powders and liquids 
must not be kept in any drug cabinet). 

c. Oxyphosphate cement not com- 
pletely set. 

2. Correct consistency: If too thin, 
shrinkage is greater, filling is weaker, 
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more absorbent, etc. If too thick, filling 
will have surface cracks, powder par- 
ticles not in contact with gel, chalky 
areas, and poor margins. 

3. No moisture should come in con- 
tact with silicate filling before minimum 
of 1 hour. Patient should be dismissed 
with filling covered with varnish plus 
coating of paraffin wax. . 

4. Poor margins: Pulled by strip or 
modeling compound, or placed in chalky 
enamel surface, etc. 

5. Dehydration: May draw-out mois- 
ture from filling and produce softer areas. 

6. Place ample, firm protective coat- 
ing over filling before food or tobacco 
smoke come in contact with it (reason 
for wax). No hot food for few hours. 

7. If patient is mouth breather, warn 
of possible drying out of silicates and 
easier staining. Patient should coat with 
lubricant every night (white vaseline, 
etc.). 

Question: 

Do posterior silicate restorations prove 
satisfactory in your practice? 
Answer: 

Only where occlusion is favorable. In 
gingival cavities when not in contact 
with spongy gum tissue and only where 
easily cleaned. The silicates preferred 
are the silicate-oxyphosphate type. These 
also should always have a protective base 
between them and the pulp and are 
dangerous to use for cementing jacket 
crowns, porcelain inlays, etc. They are 
composed usually of a preponderance of 
silicate, (yet these silicates are being used 
for cementation close to the pulp under 
pressure by men who would not think of 
using a straight silicate without adequate 
pulp protection. They are advocated 
for cementing porcelain jacket crowns 
where any sequelae cannot be observed 
‘until it is too late). 

There are times when the appearance 
of any metallic filling is so obnoxious 
that the posterior silicate may be used 
by itself or as a facing on a metal filling. 
However, the comparatively low crushing 
strength and the brittleness of the silicate 
makes its use inadvisable. 

Question: 


Do you think it practical to use sili- 
cates in restoring the proximal incisal 
angle of the anterior teeth? 

Answer: 

Sometimes in favorable cases it may be 
used. As a rule it is not the practical 
method, yet there are occasions when — 
because of limited time, economy, pa- 
tient’s insistence, etc., the silicate filling 
reinforced may be of great service. These 
reinforcements may be small threaded 
pins at right angles to the occlusal force, 
right angles of gold clasp wire, or in 
thick abraded teeth, a ladder-like gold 
wire (acrylic reinforcement bar) may 
even be placed on the surface to meet 
the lower teeth, yet well concealed on 
the labial. Various other types of rein- 
forcements are used to meet the individ- 
ual need. However, it is usually advisable 
to relieve the occlusion as well. Ex- 
amples of these reinforced fillings were 
shown on the lantern slides at the clinic. 
Question: 

Give method and the proper time for 
finishing? 

Answer: 

Use all care possible during filling to 
avoid any but the least amount of finish- 
ing (smoothing and polishing). Use 
only finest cuttle disks (should be no 
need for stones), engines at slow speed, 
filling well lubricated. Micro structure 
of silicate fillings not homogenous, any 
amount of finishing will expose unpro- 
tected crystals in powder particles. Prefer 
one week after insertion for even slight 


polishing. The closer to the ideal of 


. requiring “‘no finishing” the better the 


result. No polishing will produce as fine 
a surface as the celluloid strip. 
Question: 

Do you think a gingival third silicate 
filling is as good as a porcelain inlay? 
Answer: 

This is the type of question that can- 
not be answered yes or no. For hardness 
and lack of solubility and no change in 
the color, a porcelain inlay is better. If 
the tooth because of hypersensitive den- 
tin requires conservation of tooth struc- 
ture and ample protection of pulp, 
presilicate “veneer” over modified oxy- 
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phosphate dentinal filling admittedly as 
a more or less “nonpermanent” filling 
is indicated. Silicate may have to be re- 
placed after three years or so depending 
on erosion in the mouth, but the tooth 
will be healthier. In adult teeth in cases 
where the pulp does not require unusual 
care, acrylic inlays may be worthy of 
consideration. When a silicate is in con- 
tact with gum tissue which is not healthy 
and firm, it will not last long. A porce- 
lain inlay that is thin does not have a 
great deal of retention, and even though 
the porcelain is inert and nonirritating 
the thin cement used to place it in the 
tooth is forced into the tubules under 
pressure at an extremely vulnerable area. 


Only the fact that porcelain inlays are 
placed often in areas that have been 
subjected to long periods of irritation 
that have produced a heavy layer of 
secondary dentin has prevented many in- 
flamed pulps. If silicates are used, the 
patient should be informed of the need 
for the frequent rebuilding of the sili- 
cates (but not the dentinal filling or 
“base”). The posterior silicate inlay as 
suggested by Dr. Davis is useful in secur- 
ing a more dense silicate and as a speedy, 
less expensive substitute for a fused por- 
celain inlay, but cannot be said to have 
any other advantages over the fused 
porcelain inlay. 


NEW POSTAL RULING ON 
MAILING DENTURES 


Dentures or prosthetic dental appli- 
ances cannot be sent through the mail 
legally under a new postal regulation 
unless the packages containing them ex- 
hibit a notice that the mailing is not 
prohibited by postal laws. Recent federal 
legislation prohibiting interstate trans- 
portation of dentures not made in com- 
pliance with state statutes has necessi- 
tated this legislation. 


The amendment to the Postal Laws 
and Regulations as published in The 


Postal Bulletin of May 19, 1943, reads as 
follows : 


“Section 6074 of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations is amended by the addition 
of the following as paragraphs 4 and 5: 

“4. Packages containing dentures 
(false teeth) or prosthetic dental appli- 
ances shall be accepted for mailing when 
properly prepared therefor provided 
that the label or the address side of the 
parcel carries a printed or rubber 
stamped impression over the name of the 
sender in clear legible type reading as 
follows: ‘Mailing not prohibited by Sec. 
6074 P.L.&R., 1940.’ 

“5. Parcels containing dentures or 
prosthetic devices found in the mails 
without the required indorsement should 
be immediately transmitted to the post 
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office inspector in charge of the Division 
in which the office of address is located.” 


BILL TO INCLUDE WOMEN 
DENTISTS IN MILITARY SERVICE 


Representative Sparkman of Alabama 
has introduced House Bill 2892, which 
provides that during the present war and 
for six months thereafter there should 
be included in the Medical Department 
of the Army and Navy such licensed fe- 
male dentists as the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy may consider 
necessary. Those appointed will be com- 
missioned in the Army of the United 
States or in the Naval Reserve and will 
receive the same pay and allowances, 
and be entitled to the same rights, 
privileges and benefits as members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Army and 
the Naval Reserve of the Navy with the 
same grade and length of service.
